Any question of utility rates 
brought before the commission in- 
volves the question of valuation, to 
determine whether existing rates 
are producing a reasonable return 
upon the fair valuation of the 
property.

That body has held it Is 
not authorized under the law to 
accept a valuation made by a mu- 
nicipal body, but must determine 
values itself under the procedure 
required by law.
